Attorney Longenecker’s most valued assistants.

LICENSE ORDINANCE INTRODUCED, 


Ald, McAbee’s Measure Referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee—Other Business. 

Ald. McAbee submitted his long-threatened 
license ordinance at the Council meeting last 
evening. The preamble sets forth that the 
city is in need of money, ete., and then pro- 
ceeds to empower the Mayor to ap- 
point a committee of nine members of 


the Council, three from the South Division, } 


four from the West and two from the North, 
the Mayor and Controller to be ex-officio 
members, to meet at once for the purpose of 
extending the license list. It was referred to 
the Finance committee, Ald. McAbee suggest- 
ing, with a broad grin, that it wait until a 
similar resolution of Ald. Roth’s could be in- 
troduced to keep it company. 

Ald. Roth proceeded to introduce the resolu- 
tion, remarking with some disgust that he had 
mentioned his intention to present it at a 
meeting of the Judiciary committee which 
Ald. McAbee had attended, and that the latter 
had stolen his thunder. Ald, Roth’s resolu- 
tion was of similar purport to McAbee’s. 
They were both referred to the Finance com- 
mittee, 

Ald. Gorman, Chairman of the Committee 
on Harbor and Bridges, reported favorably 
Ald. Goldzier’s resolution instructing the 
Commissioner of Public’ Works to provide 
some protection for life at the river bridge 
approaches while the bridges are open, and 
the resolution was passed by the Council. 

Ald. Powers submitted the report of the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys West rec- 
ommending the passage of the ordinance for 
the extension of the West North Avenue Street 
railway. On motion it was deferred for pub- 
lication. 

The following orflimance was introduced by 
Ald. Roth and referred to the Judiciary com- 
anittee, although he endeavored to have it 
made a special order for the next meeting: 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City 
of Chicago: 

Sec. 1. That hereafter no permission or fran- 
chise shall be granted to any street railway com- 
pany to use or occupy within the City of Chicago 
any part of any street, alley, or public ground for 
street railway purposes, except upon the 
following conditions—viz.: When in any 
case permission has heretofore been granted 
to any such street railway company to occupy 
any portion of any street or alley for such street 
railway purposes for any stated or definite time 
then whenever hereafter any permission shall be 
given or franchise granted to uss an additional vor- 
tion of such street or alley or aportion of any 
other street or alley for an extension of such line, 
then such permission shall not extend beyond the 
expiration of the longest unexpired term of any 
franchise heretofore granted under which such 
line or any portion thereof shall have been there- 
tofore operated. . 

Sec. 2. This ordinance shall be in force and take 
effect from and after ite passage.

A New-Yorker Just Returned from Chile 
Tells of Acts of Wanton Cruelty. 


Nuw York, June 22.—[Special. ] Three gen- 
tlemen who have just arrived from Chile, but 
whose names are withheld * swe their prop- 
erty in that country would: be confiscated and 
their lives taken upon their ‘return, tell -start- 
ling stories of the ferocity, brutality, 
and tyranny of Balmaceda. Two of them are 
prominent Chileans of high character, who 
speak from actpal ledge. The other 18 
an equally reputable w-Yorker, who has 
been in Chile since the revolution began. They 
all pronounce Balméceda' “an inhuman 
brute and tyrant.” One of his first acts was

The Sabbath day was ordained of God and like 
all tne laws of God it was a necessary law and 
could not be violated continually without evil 
results. The Sabbath as an institution must be 
guarded. As a law it was as binding today as it 
was when God with his own fingers wrote it on 
the tablets of stone for the children of Israel, and 
it was as much the duty of man to observe it 
literally today as it was of the Jews in the time 
of Moses. If the law regarding the Sabbath is to 
be repealed it must be repealed by 
which created it. 

No one thing had contributed more to destroy 
the sanctity of the Sabbath than the daily news- 
papers. The press had no more right to violate 
the law regarding the keeping holy the Sabbath 
than the merchants. Railways, newspapers, and 
great corporations required thousands of their 
employés to violate the law by forcing them to 
work on the Sabbath. Men should read their 
Bibles and sacred literature on the Sabbath and 
not the Sunday papers. In this age there was a 
greatcry against the puritanical Sabbath. So 
far as he was concerned he never heard of any 
one being driven astray on account of a strict 
observance of the Sabbath. He observed it and 
would not mail a letter Saturday, because by so 
doing he would be putting work on the mail-car- 
riers on the Sabbath.

That which grieves him simply is that he 
cannot employ the secular ar n that is, the 
city police—to make men do as he wants. He 
believes that a Mosaic, Calvinistic Sabvath is 
the only good thing.

He thinks no man has a right in this free 
country to be happy except in his way, and 
is convinced that all other kinds of happiness 
than his sort are sinful, and should be put 
down by the police authorities. 

That cannot be done in Chicago, however. 
No man and no set of men can enforce their 
peculiar dogmas on others in this free city. 
It was foreordained that Chivago should not 
be governed by the Sabbatarian laws of 
Moses, but by the wiser and gentler code of a 


greater than Moses, who said that the Sab- 


bath was made for man and not man for the 
Sabbath.“ Then it was that coercive Sab- 
batarianism was done away with, and no man 
Can reénact it, not even Mr. Meloy of the 
United Presbyterian Church. 


THE FEDERAL INSPECTION Ar 
STOCK-YARDS. 

The work of inspecting hog products under 

Federal supervision was begun in this city 


‘yesterday. Secretary Rusk was here in per- 


gon observing the way in which the regular su- 
pervisors watch the work of actual inspection 
as performed by a large force of operators, 
each of whom is armed with a microscope. 
These operators did not examine every ani- 
mal killed during the day, or attempt to do it. 
They confined their efforts to the inspection 
of carcasses designed to form part of a cargo 
of hog meat to be shipped to Europe and 
offered to people there who profess to want a 
guarantee that the meat is not infested by 
trichina. The little pest was looked for by 
about fifty intelligent investigators, the in- 
struments used being all of the kind known 


by experts as a “ three-quarter objective. So 


far as reported not one of the lot found a sin- 
gle parasite of the dreaded kind. The labor 
of the first day most decidedly fayors the 
claim that there is nothing the matter with 
the American hog to justify his exclusion from 
any country in Europe. 

Of course it is impossible to examine every 
portion of the animal, but neither is it neces- 
sary. A study of the trichma and his habits 
has long since established it as a fact that he 
(or it) finds a way as speedily as possible to 
the muscles, and especially to those of the 
diaphragm and tenderloin. It is morally cer- 
tain that if none are found in either of those 
regions search for them in other parts of the 
carcass will be unavailing. Hence a small 


piece is taken from each of those sections and 


placed under the microscope after a little 
preparation. This inspection is fully as close 
and scientifically complete as any that is per- 
formed in Europe, and it 1s to be presumed 
that a government certificate of the result 
will be accepted as final where sanitary con- 
siderations have been the only reasons for 
hitherto excluding the American hog. 

It is reported that the Government of. the 
Netherlands has already signified its willing- 
ness to accept such certificate as sufficient 
and conclusive. It is expected that Germany 
and France will also be satisfied with it, but 
this is not yet certain, It remains to be seen 
whether the men in control in those two 
countries will now cease to object to the im- 
portation of our hog meats, or raise some 
other plea, thus practically admitting that 
they have all along acted on a false issue. 
Certainly the insisting by Germany on a still 
more rigid inspection would come with a bad 
grace from a country where no less than a 
dozen native hogs, all badly infested with 
trichine, were found last week in a single 
slaughter-house. If after all this the 
people there still refuse to take our 
meats the Government of the’ United 
States will understand the true situ- 
ation of affairs, and can act accordingly. It 
will be easy to prove to the six or seven mill- 
ion growers of sugar beets in Germany that 
such exclusion isa bad thing for them, and 
they are sufficiently numerous to bring to bear 
a strong argument against a restrictive policy 
kept up at the instance of a much smaller 
number of persons who think their profits as 
hog raisers would be reduced by competition 
with meats sent from this country. We might 
have to wait six months yet before deriving 
any benefit from our new policy, as President 
Harrison is not authorized to imposea dis- 
criminative duty on German sugar till the 
close of this year. But after that there would 
be. little trouble with Germany; and as for 


France, it will not be difficult to cross that 


bridge if we come to it. 


RUNNING A HORSE TO DEATH. 

The rushing excitement of the great race 
for the Derby stake in this city last Saturday 
was attended by a casualty that should teach 
a lesson. It was only the death ofa horse. It 
| aia not interfere with the race, and few among 
the many thousands of spectators knew till 
long after anything more than that tne ani- 
mal had dropped out just before reaching the 
lle post. Then it was nothing to be talked 
‘about. A racer had been taxed beyond his 
power of endurance and dropped dead, an 
évent that is liable to happen during any one 
of these struggles on the “turf” for the 
profit of the offered prize and the honor of 
first place. Was that all? 

The death of that horse was a loud protest 
by nature against the cruelty of man in for- 
cing a lot of dumb brutes to the extremity of 
suffering for the sake of ministering to the 
gambling greed in the human breast. It was 
unimpeachable evidence of the fact that the 
modern horse-race of a mile and a half under 
whip and spur is an enormity, because it re- 
quires of the animals engaged in it an amount 
of effort which néars the limits of living en- 
durance in every case and occasionally passes 
it. A very little more forcing of speed or in- 
crease of distance would have caused others 
of that band of ten equines to drop out in 
the same way, and none can doubt that all of 
them suffered the most intense agony asa re- 
sult of the unnaturally severe muscular ex- 
ertion they were obliged to undergo. 

A recent article in Tun Tursuxz, based on 

„ Lagrange’s Physiology of Bodily Exercise,” 
explained the philosophy of the process by 
which great suffermg or death follows undue 
exercise of the muscles in man, horses, and 
other animals. It is a fact amply demon- 
strated by the scientific physiologists that 
every exhibition of muscular force is accom- 
panied by a disintegration of tissue, the quan- 
tity of matter thrown off being proportional 
to the amount of exertion. This material is 
carried by the veins to the lungs, where it 
combines with inspired (inbreathed) oxygen 
to form carbonic acid gas and is then e. 
into the atmosphere. If that effete matter be 
supplied to the lungs faster than in vo

formed ata rate of speed unknown a few 
years ago. ‘The old-fashioned mile in 2:40” 
is so slow as to be out of date. The mile must 
now be trotted in 2:10 and galloped in 1:40, 
when the track is in firsi-class condition, or 
the race is not worth much from the point of 
view of a betting man. But this increase of 
velocity is only attained by a more rapid 
choking up of the air passages, and the exer- 
tion must be limited toa shorter stretch of 
ground than formerly or the life of the horse 
is imperiled. The race of a mile and a half is 
now more dangerous to life, and causes more 
suffering, than did the three-mile course of 
the last Seen Se e e was 80 
much slower. 

The occurrence of bard breathing by an 
otherwise healthy man or beast is a sure sign 
that the animal organism is rapidly bécoming 
diseased by a loading up with the effete mat- 
ter at a greater rate than it can be eliminate d 
in the lungs. It is an imperative demand for 
a temporary rest, during which the poisonous 
gases can be got rid of, and if not at once re- 
sponded to the consequences are serious if 
not fatal. The human being thus warned by 
personal suffering is generally able to cease 
the violent action before it is too late, but he 
has no mercy for the poor, dumb horse if he 
be a gambler, for the simple reason that he 
does not stop to think and does not care that 
the same physiological rule governs in both 
cases of man and horse. If the gambler would 
continue his own exertion a few moments aft- 
er the violent protest has set in his experi- 
énce of palpitating breast, throbbing brow, 
and fevered condition of the systemlong after 
natural breathing had been resumed would 
suggest that he had passed through little short 
of a death-throe, and he might then be able to 


.| understand now narrowly one may escape loss 


of avaluable animal by forcing it to the most 
intense exertion after it 1s time to stop. This 
should be sufficient to render even betting 
owners prudent, if humane considerations do 
not interpose a bar to cruelty; and they ought 
to know enough to insist upon jockey riders 
observing the rule of safety in this particular. 
The matter is well worthy attention by the 
humane societies of this and other cities. A 
horse may suffer far less from a severe whip- 
ping while unable or unwilling to pull a load 
than by being forced to a faster pace when its 
hard cart shows itis time to takea few 
minutes’ rest 


VALUE OF A DOLLAR. 

The San Francisco Chronicle recently asked 
Tun Trisune a few questions about silver, the 
main point at issue being as to the purchasing 
powerofadoliar. These were replied to, where- 
upon a paper published in Salt Lake rushes its 
nose into the controversy only to exhibit its 
ridiculous ignorance of the subject. It wants 
this country to go it alone for free silver 
coinage and abuses Taz Turn for pointing 
out the disastrous consequences of attempting 
any such foolhardy experiment, K might be 
disposed of conclusively by quoting a couple of 
admissions made by it, wherein it says it does 
not wanta dollar that will be worth only 75 
cents,“ and then admits that the great nations 
of the world have refused to give the same 
recognition to silver that they give to the yellow 
metal. 

No one can dispute the assertion that the 
nations alluded to give to silver dpe reobg ni- 
tion of its commercial value. All that they 
have refused to do is to continue to treat 154 
ounces of silver as equal in value to one ounce 
ot gold. They know that the ratio is wider 
than that now, owing to the recent cheapen- 
ing in the cost of producing silver. The 
Mexican mines now turn out 800 grains of 
silver at about the same expenditure of labor 
and cost of capital employed as is required to 
produce 25 grains of gold. That ratio-of fully 
80 to 1 does not hold good in other countries, 
but the sellers of silver bullion have for a 
long time past been willing to sell it at about 
one-twentieth part of the price of an equal 
weight of gold. It is barely worth that in the 
open market today, either in the United 
States or any other part of the known 
world. That is why the governments of 
Europe refuse to certify with their mint 
stamps that 15 ounces of silver are equal in 
value toone ounce of gold, and that is pre- 
cisely the reason why Tun Trisunz opposes 
the proposition for free coinage in the United 
States on the basis of about sixteen to one. 
The cheek of the silver mine owners in de- 
manding to be allowed to carry their product 
to the mint and there have it stamped for 
them with a lie declaring it to be worth one- 
third more than its intrinsic value could hard- 
ly be worse if it were made of brass. And the 
folly of others who support the demand be- 
cause they think they would be better off with 
a cheaper dollar is so self-evident that it in- 
vites a verdict of crankery from any jury of 
twelve sensible men to whom their case might 
be referred. 

The Salt Lake paper has the hardihood to 
assert, in face of these facts, that “it costs 
less to get gold out of the rock than it does 
silver.” Possibly that may be true in Utah, 
with those who made certain investments in 
the Emma mine” swindle, but it is not true 
elsewhere. Silver is not worth the old-time 
ratio, and that is why England, Germany, 
Russia, Austria, and the Latin union of 
France, Belgium, Italy, and Greece have 
ceased to coin it, except for subsidiary uses. 
No European nation is coining silver for other 
than subsidiary uses, nor is there any prospect 
of their extending to it the recognition on 
which the silverites in this country are ringing 
the changes. That is the status of the case, 
The Europeans will nut listen to the proposi- 
tion, and have steadily repelled all advances 
towards a resumption of silver coinage on the 
basis of 1544 to 1 of gold. 

It is urged all that silver wants is to be 
put on the same basis with gold, and it will 
protect itself. But it will not be put on the 
same basis by any nation of Europe. All 


commercial transactions in and between the 


great and leading nations of the world are 
conducted on the gold basis, whether silver is 
used or not. Gold is the unit or standard of 
values. Thisis the actual fact, and there is 
no use in arguing against it or denying it, or 
abusing the people who recognize it as a fact. 
There it 1s, and it cannot be rubbed out by 
the Salt Lake sheet or silver mine boomers, 
or Alliance clamorers for an assumption by 
the United States of the impossible task of 
lifting up to par all the silver in the world. 
The truth is that gold has had extraordinary 
intrinsic mae in ee ey mankind from

A WRITING TELEGRAPH. 
The idea of à writing telegraph is by no 
means a new one, It has been before the sci- 
entific world at intervals for more than a quar- 
ter of a century, but each time something has 
seemed to prevent it from being commercially 
if not theorettcally practicable. Cortain experi- 
mente conducted last Sunday between this 
éity and New York encourage the hope that 
the idea will yet be actualized, and perhaps at 
no distant day, while they leave a little lee- 
way for wonder that the apparently simple 
process has not been reduced to practice ere 
this. The making of a stylus at one end of 
a telegraph wire go through the same motions 
as are performed at the other end is precisely 
the same in principle as the connection 
long since established by telephone, 
the chief difference being that in the latter 
case the movements are so small in extent as 
to be unperceivable by the unaided eye. That 
the motions are not precisely the same in 
character in the two sete of appliances mat- 
ters nothing, the one being vocal vibration 
and the other manual displacement. Nota 
little of the value of the new plan will con- 
sist in the feature of reproduction in fac- 
simile of the message sent, the matter being 
available for preservation at both ends of the 
line. Another highly acceptable improve- 
ment 1s the promise of relief from the im- 
perative necessity of instantly responding to 
a summons to the telephone, which makes 
life a burden to not a few who have the in- 
strument in their offices or homes. It is 
claimed that while the writing telegraph ap- 
pliance will give notice that it is about to 
deliver a message it will go on to record it 
just the same whether the recipient be in at- 
tendance or not. If the machine will really 
do ali this it should not be much trouble to 
gain for it an extensive introduction, and even 
make it the most popular of all the means 
offered to the public for the transmission of 
messages between widely sundered points. 


A REBUKE. 

The New York Court of Appeals recently 
administered a stinging rebuke to some law- 
vers who have exhausted all the resources of 
technicalities and quibbles to save a murderer 
from the penalties of the law who was con- 
victed two years ago and of whose guilt there 
is not a doubt. In denying a motion for a re- 
hearing the court used this language: 

When all the forms of law have beén observed 
and the defendant has had every opportunity to 
make his defense, and his conviction has been 
affirmed by the highest court of the State, the 
contest in the courts should end and the final 
judgment should be executed unless the Gov- 
ernor of the State, in the exercise of his clemency, 
should grant a reprieve or a pardon. The forms 
of law should not be used to subvert the criminal 
Attorneys and counselors ad- 
mitted to practice in the courts of this State are 
under a duty to aid in the administration of 
justice, and they cannot consistently with this 
duty engage in vexatious proceedings merely for 
the purpose of undermining the final judgments 
of the courts and defeating the behests of the 
law. It ought to be a subject of inquiry. there- 
fore, whether they can thus become the allies of 
the criminal classes and the foes of organised so- 
ciety without exposing themselves to the dis- 
ciplinary powers of the Supreme Court. 

It is a pity that this vigorous characteriza- 
tion of “ the allies of the criminal classes and 
the foes of organized society cannot be. 
framed and hung up conspicuously in every 
court-room in the United States as a warning 
to these pests. Itis the most direct and vig- 
orous protest which has yet been made against 
the combination of criminal lawyers and 
the criminal classes, and coming from so high 
a tribunal as the Court of Appeals it has an 
added dignity and force. If every court in 
the country would take the same position it 
would go far towards correcting this danger- 
ous evil, which is sapping the foundations of 


justice. 


Iw yesterday’s Tripunm was an interview 
with the Superintendent of the Harney Peak 
Manufacturing and Mining company, which 
controls most of the tin-mine claims in the 
Black Hills. He stated that he was perfectly 
satisfied with the mines he has in charge; 
that the ore thus far taken out averages over 
2per cent, while Cornishmen work mines 
averaging but 1 per cent of metal; and that 
he has specimens averaging 25 per cent. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that when the Super- 
intendent was asked whether the duty of 4 
cents a pound on block tin, which will go into 
force in two years, would help his company 
he replied : 

It will; but we can produce tin without the 
tariff, and our product will be as cheap as the 
English tin. Ifthe tax were removed we would 
go right on getting out ore just the same. 

When the person who is to be protected says 
he does not need protection there is no object 
m giving it. All that a duty can do under 
such circumstances is to breed a trust. A 
duty when not protective is likely to become 
a tax on the consumer. The Superintendent, 
while admitting that the duty was not needed, 
said that it would make it profitable for them 
to work up the low-grade ores which they 
would not touch otherwise. But it will not 
pay to work them unless the price of tin is 
put up, and that advance the consumer will 
have to stand. 

In view of all the facts Congress should re- 
peal the duty on block tin next winter, If it 
is allowed to go into force in 1893 the owners 
of the tin mines will insist that they cannot 
get along without it, — they say now 
that acl is unnecessary. 


A Wuerman Territory organ of silver mine 
owners says Tus Trisune has no “sympa- 
thy for the forty or fifty million debtors who 
had from 30 to 50 per cent added to their in- 
debtedness by the law of 1878.“ 

In the first place a large majority of people 
are creditors, All men who have loaned 
money on time arp creditors; all men who 
have sold any property on time payments are 
creditors; all persons who have deposits in 
savings banks, State banks, and national 
banks are creditors; all persons who have 
put money into building associations are cred- 
itors; all men who work for wages and are 
paid once a week, or once a month, or less 
often are creditors.

The Possibility of Crossing the Atlantic in 
That Time. 

New York Sun: There is little doubt in the 
minds of men who have studied the figures on 
the subject attentively that the five-day boat 
will de plying between this port and either 
Queenstown or Southampton before the end 
of five years. 

These prophets base their roseate expecta- 
tion on the records of the immediate past and 
the present. They do not venture to say

Revealed by Photography, but Not Visible 
to the Eye, 

Rochester Democrat: The 12th of June, 
1885, at noon, the Democrat and Chronicle 
observer made a photograph of the sun. 
Upon the negative appeared a luminous cloud 
with twisted arms. The photograph was sub- 
mitted to Prof. Langley, who pronounced the 
cloud a solar prominence of vast dimensions. 
This cloud was not seen at all with the naked 
eye, and it was photographed merely by acc1- 
dent, its presence not being suspected until 
the negative was developed. 

On Tuesday, June 16, a luminous cloud was 
seen during an observation shortly after 9 
This cloud was 
nearly round, scarlet in color, and was first 
seen just above the westernmost portion of 
the second group of sun ey counting from 


had developed during the 
days, and was still changmg form rapidly. 
The cloud moved westward and disap 
around the sun’s western limb. It was seen 
on the western limb — some time, the — — 
tion lyi ainst sun growing smaller 
and pot, By ike a planet at the end of a 
transit. ; 

The time required for disappearance in this 
way seemed longer than that occupied in pass- 
ing from the sun spot group to the sun’s edge. 
The eye was taken from the telescope once to 
ascertain if there could be any deception; on 
looking again the cloud was still visible. I 
time of passage was not no the chief in- 
terest being in eliminating as far as possible 
any cause of error. .

ovens at Sand Point, and reéntering the main 
road at Mr. Whiting’s villa: thence to Salis- 
bury Cove and onward to Eden Postofflee, 
across a bridge over Northeast Creek and 
southward to West Eden, then back over the 
Eagle Lake road. This makes a ride of about 
twelye miles and is only indulged in when ‘the 

weather is very fine. 

Quick on His Feet. 

During these drives Mr. Blaine frequently 
alights from carriage and takes a spin 
er road. is a quick, spritely walker 
and developed much elasticity in his gait 
during recent years. This is true of him when 
he is not suffering from the gout or dyspepsia. 
A friend said of him this afternoon that be 
could get sick quicker and well again 
sooner than any man he ever knew.“ 
And yet I could not bel feeli 
yesterday that Mr. Blaine was chiefly satisfi 
with Bar Harbor because of the peaceful 
companionship the members of his family 
here insured to him, rather than the state of 
solitude in which he dwelt. Outside his fam- 
ily he seems to have few visitors.

reaching Mr. Blaine’s house. The interview 
was not of long duration, and its only polit- 
ical feature was the discussion of the situa- 
tion in Ohio.

Although 
it was impossible to get an opinion it was evi- 
dent that both men were delighted. Sen- 
ator lunched with Mr. Blaine and returned 
home in the evening boat. 

Not Too Far Away. 


The neighbors on the Eastern hillside are 
not very sociable with Mr. Blaine. This is 
not due to any feeling of unfriendliness, but 
wholly to a desire to respect his wish to be 
alone. The contrast in bis life here and at 
Washingtun is as 1 as was that of the 
brave Father Du Thet on the windy heights of 
St. Sauveur, at Southwest Harbor, and at the 
‘Chateau de la Roche Guyon. But the good 
Pére cduld see the heights of Mount 
Calvary, he claimed, from the bleak moun- 
tain top, and who shall say that the popular 
Secretary of te cannot descry from his 
rocky perch the swinging doors of the White 
House. The Jesuit father’s hopes were blasted 
at one blow for all time, but swan song of 
the Blaine dynasty has not yet been heard re- 
echoing through crags. 

I rememberonceto have met Edmund Yates, 
the well-known London journalist, under cir- 
cumstances that inspired me with the greatest 
respect.

How the Encalado Went Down in Coldero 
Sarbor April 23. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 22.—Capt. F. B. 
Nesmith, who witnessed the battle between the 
Chilean insurgent cruiser Blanco Encalado 
and the government torpedo .boats Cordell 
and Lynch in Coldero harbor April 23, ar- 
rived in this city today. He says the govern- 
ment vessels entered the harbor of Coldero, 
where the Encalado was at anchor, early in 
the morning. When within 200 yards ot the 
insurgent ship the Condell tiredtwo torpedoes, 
but both missed. The Lynch then fired two 
torpedoes at a distance of 100 yards, which 
also went wide of their mark. For nearly an 
hour the vessels kept up an incessant cannon- 
ading without using any more torpedoes, and 
8 9 got the * of it.

VALUABLE NEW YORK ARCHIVES STOLEN 


Ancient Historical Documents Taken from 
the Secretary of State’s Office, 

Arzary, N. I., June 22,—Somebody with a 
taste for ancient manuscripts has been ran- 
sacking the archives of the State and in con- 
sequence it has just been discovered that a 
number of valuable documents have been 
stolen. The vandals seem to have appreciated 
the value of the originals and to haveconfined 
themselves to the old Colonial documents, 
hundreds of which are contained in the bulky 
volumes in the Land Board’s room in the Sec- 
retary of State’s department. The discovery 
of the thefts was made in an odd way. A re- 
cent catalogue of Merritt’s old bookstore, 
No. 380 Broadway, made mention of the 
fact that the firm would sell the original 
indenture of Staten Isiand to the British 
by the Indians, date 1670, for $600. The 
attention of Clerk Hooper of the Commis- 
sioners of the Land Office was calied to this 
and a hurried search showed that old 
paper was missing from the office files. ur- 
ther investigation showed that other deeds 
were gone, and a eral council of war was 
thereupon held. retary of State Rice and 
his deputy, Mr. Benedict, called on Mr. Mer- 


ritt to explain amd claimed the paper. ‘The. 


firm showed that they came by the document 
in the ordinary course of business, ana had 
paid 850 for it way under what the Indians 
originally a, thes Mr. Benedict facetiously 
remarked. firm surrendered the paper 
at once, and. Mr. Bowden, ‘who brought it 
back to Albany, paralysed the State officials 
by remarking that he would give $5,000 for 
the volume it was taken from. 

Everybody wassworn to sec in the office 
and the Attorney-General was instructed to 
trace the thief. The intention was to keep the 
matter from the public on the plea that if any- 
body had other pilfered documents for sale 
they would be royed. Mr. Bowden, him- 
self, however, ke freely of his mission to 
Albany and of vaiue of the documents for 
the office of the Secretary of State, and said 
he had been offered the price for the paper by 
a Chicago collector.

In the face of his previous admission that 
the World interview was correct, and that he 
was prepared to furnish more ot the same 
kind of material, Gen. Grosvenor tured to 
the reporter to whom he had made the admis- 
sion and began to dictate an interview deny- 
ing the fact that he had seen a reporter at all 
in New York and further predicting Foraker’s 
election. To the astonished reporter he ex- 
plained that it was necessary for party har- 
mony.’ The interview, however, never ap- 
peared in type. 

Grosvenor does these things with astonish- 
ing impudence. In the Fiftieth Congress he 
was a member of the River and Harbor com- 
mittee. It was agreed by the members that 
the items in the bill — remain gecret as 
the work progressed, and that the p 
appropriations should only be publicly made 
known when the bill was reported to the 
House. The object of this was to prevent do- 
lay in the preparation of the bill by delegations 
coming to Washington to ask for increased 
amounts for special objects. 

A week or two before the work of the com- 
mittee was completed its members were an- 
noyed to discover that the very recommenda- 
tions they were mostjanxious to have remain 
secret were leaking out. It did not take them 
long to convince themselves that it was Gros- 
venor’s irrepressible tongue that was at work. 
It was thereupon agreed that rebuke should 
be administered, and it was arranged that 
Col. Thomas L. Bayne, a member of the com- 
mittee, should rise onthe floor of the House 
the next day that the secrecy of the commit- 
tee was being violated, and in some indirect 
manner bring out the fact that Grosvenor was 
the suspected party. 

In some way Grosvenor got wind of the 
plan. With the coolimpudence which is his 
chief characteristic he secured the floor in ad- 
vance of Bayne on the following morning, 
and, reciting that committee secrets had been 
hawked about the Capitol, declared that un- 
less members of the committee purged them- 
selves of any violations of the obligations of 
secrecy he would 8 unseal his lips and 
let the country know just what the committee 
had been domg. 

By sheer cheek Grosvenor thus took the 
bomb prepared for himself and exploded it in 
the enemy’s own camp. His nerve was 80 
appalling that not a member of the commit- 
tee replied, and he cleared his own skirts by 
throwing suspicion on his innocent associates.
